A FORGOTTEN REVOLT. 


Seventy Years Ago There Was a 
Rebellion In Lanark. 


| “Indeed,” said my mother, who 

was visiting me in the West, “your 
Riel rebellion out here was not the 
first Cunadian rebellion among the 
settlers; and the first one was about 
land, like the one out here. 

“There was a rebellion in Ontario 
when we settled there, and one that 
as far as I know, was never written 
| up nor anything published about it, 
although there must be records avail- 


able somewhere to tell about it, for | 


| the militia were called out and shots 
were exchanged, und at least one 
{| man was killed. 
“I was but a child, seventy or more 
years ago, when it happened and all 
I know is hearsay from my father, 
who was one of the militia called out 
as well as being in close touch with 
the people who rebelled. They were 
called the Ballagiblans, and they had 
been deported from Ireland for some 
unruly conduct, and were given land 
in the county of Lanark, chiefly in 
| Huntley, Ramsay and Fitzroy town- 
{ ships. Each was given a hundred 
| acres of lund, a year's provisions, 
| some tools and implements and free 
| pects to Canada—whatever they 

rad been doing in the old country 
the Government there was apparent 
ly glad to get rid of them. 

“They settled on the land all right 
but many of them merely camped 
about and had a big time till their 
stores ran low; then they sold their 
tools and such, IT remember well see 
ing the Ballagiblan axes, saws and 


hoes in many houseg for years after | 


the people were forgotten or had set 
tle? down like other farmers, and 
their identity had been lost. But at 
that time they made quite a name for 
themselves and quite a seare for the 
rest of the settlers, for they took th 
crazy notion that now they were far 
enough away from England they 
| would have that land for themselves 
So they raised a form of rebellion, 


| “They were camped at the site 
where now is the town cf Almonte 
then called) Shipman’s Mills, and 


Shipman was the leader of the mili 

tia when they were c ‘led out to put 

down the trouble. The mi.itia met 
them at their camp and fired upon 
them, and at least one man, named 

Currun, was killed. Some pacifying 

was done, by the priests I think, and 

the matter was dropped seon; mort 
of those that had caused the trouble 
went to the States—that was the first 

f the rushes to the States that in 

those days took the place of the pres- 

ent rushes to the Canadian West, 

The rush was to Cincinnati, Ohio, 

which was much talked of as a good 

pluce for settling 

“The lands of those who went away 
were soon settled by others—but 
many of them were good quiet people 
and settled down when the others 
left and soon all was forgotten. But 
for the time being it was quite a re- 
bellion and a little more hotheaded- 
‘ness might have made much more 
trouble.

conference with the Government 
hail inspector I have, however, come 
to the conclusion that 2 cent per 
acre will be ample. 

(2) With regard to mixed farm- 
ing and grassgrowers the case is 
quite different. Grass will continue 
to grow after a hailstorm which has 
completely annihilated grain. With 
regard to grait, which is hailed out 
a maximum of $6.00 will be paid. 
This corresponds to about one third 
of what a usual grain crop repre- 
sents. There are very few who will 
doubt whether or not one third of a 
grass crop can be raised after a hail- 
storm. It will invaribly be more, 
is nearly all tame grasses will give 
two cuttings. Prairie grass will of 
course only give one cutting but 1 
cannot consider as serious any de- 
mand for hail insurance to cover 
grass upon soil where not one days 
cultivation work has ever been 
done. I refer to the following words 
in the above resolution ‘*Whereas 
farmers who grow grain, are the 
men who assume the risks of put- 
ting Alberta under cultivation, diver- 
sified farming based upon Alfalfa, 
etc., being impossible before the 
raising of grain has put the soil into 
shape tor mixed farming,” ete. 
These words seem to be clear, 

The whole maximum tax on a

For years God's people have had ex- 
cellent Bibles, and tuus have been 
blessed far in advance of our brethren 
who lived during the Dark Ages. But 
We have read var wivles wo carelessly 
and often have most of us wondered 
at the great stress St. Paul laid upon 
the resurrection. Rarely is the subject 
preached upon now aud rarely is it 
ever thought of except as aa absurd 
ity. The reason for tuis is not iar t 
seek. From childnoud we have been 
taught that nobody is dead—that is 
dying everybody, good and bad, be 
comes more al.ve than ever belore 
that this aliveness, to the saintly few 
means spiritual powers and an im 
mediate entrance into heaven, deat 
being swallowed up in life. The un 
saintly masses alsu, we are told, hav 
quickened sensibilities after dying- 
they became more alive, mor able to 
@pprecidle alu sudier pag. 

Our Catholic neignbors tell us that 


the majority immediately go to Pur 
gatory, t » to be tried by variou 
sufferin id tortures, and later, en 
t.. heaven. Our Protestant teachings 
have been to the effect that the un- 
sain..y masses, unfit for the presence 
of God and the holy, will be consigned 
to an eternity of awful torture and 


made very much more alive to suffer: | 
ing than beiore. Thus we have been 
taught to believe that death is a por 
tal or door into an intenser Hife—toat 
nobody is dead. Many of us per 
plexed ourselves, and were perplexed 
by others, with questions respecting 
how there could be a “resurrection of 
the dead” if nobody is dead. e 
avoided the question, or gave the 
answer, “Mystery; go run and play 
Some, indeed, attempted a pateh 
work of the matter and told us that 
those in heaven were happy, but not 
so happy as thougn they had bodies 
and tuat after thousands of years of 
craving for a body (which they had 
used for only a few years), they 
would get it back again for all etern- 
ity. Others said, Yo, our bodies

With the clearing of the mists of 
ignorance and superstition, with a 
better light reflected from one page 


to another of the Bible, the resurrec- 
tion subject clarifies and the state- 
ments of Jesus and the Apostles and 
Prophets, which we thought s 


strange, become luminous and soul 
satisfying 

When once we see that “the wages 
of sin is death’’ and not eternal tor- 
ment; and that the Bible hell is the 


tomb and not a fiery furnace; and 
tnut all mankind go to sheol, to 
hades, just as did our Saviour; then 
we begin to see that what we all need 
is to be saved from sheol, from hades, 
as was the Saviour. A _ resurrection- 
salvation is thus the salvation hope of 
the Church and of the worl. 

What a relief tuis gives us as re- 
spects parents, children, neighbors, 
friends and the heathen, who have 
died out of Christ, unsaintly! What 
comfort it brings to know that they 
are sleeping in the great prison-house 
of death, unconscious of the lapse of 
time, waiting for the Redeemer, Who 
will as King set up His Kingdom in 
lory, associating His Bride with 
frimeelt for the blessing of all 


the 
families of the earth. The bringing 
forth of the prisoners out of the 


rison-house of death will be to eet 

efore them under the glorious pro- 
visions of the New Dispensation an 
opportunity for life everlasting, by 
shedlenee to the laws of the Kingdom 
under the assistance of the Heavenly 
One—the alternative being, not eter- 
nal torment, but death — Second 
Death.

With what alacrity the angels must 
have acknowledged the risen One, in 
harmony with the Father's declara- 
tion, “Let all the angels of God wor- 
ship Him.”’ “Worthy is the Lamb to 
receive glory and honor, dominion, 
might and power.”’ The point to be 
specially noticed is the change of na- 
ture which our Redeemer experienced 
in His resurrection. That change did 
not take place during the three days 
of Jesus’ burial, but during the three 


and a half years of His ministry, 
which ended with His resurrection. 
When thirty years of age He gave 


Himself—He surrendered His earthly 
privileges and rights and hopes into 
the Father's hands, to be obedient to 
everything which Divine providence 
might permit. At that moment His 
sacrifice of His flesh was accepted, 
The evidence of its acceptance was 
the impartation of the Holy Spirit, 
which as a dove rested upon Him 
and exercised a quickening and il- 
luminating influence upon His mind, 
enabling Him to understand more 
than human things and to perform 
more than human acts. 

It was Jesus, a New Creature, be- 
gotten of the Spirit at Jordan, that 
did the mighty works of the Father. 
His flesh, His humanity, was gradu- 
ally laid down sacrificially, in har- 
mony with the Divine providences. 
He drank “the cup” which the Fath- 
er poured for Him. 

This Easter Sunday celebrates the 
momentous event of our Lord’s resur- 
rection from the dead. His resurree- 
tion is either a truth or a falsehood 
In our text St. Paul assures us that 
if i: is untrue, our faith, our hopes, 
our preaching and teachings are of 
no avail—useless. If the resurrection 
of the dead is impossible, then the 
resurrection of Jesus was impossible. 
If the resurrection of Jesus did not 
take place, then we have no proof, 
and no ground for disbelieving, that 
Divine power could resurrect the 
Churoh. If Divine Power “brought 


ef the sheep,” it is Jehowah algo 


who will bring a» fans the dead by 
Jesus, in God's due time. 

Let none avoid the question! Let 
all decide at once! Either we believe 
ia a resurrection from the dead, or 
we do not believe init. If the resur- 
rection be # myth then, says the

The decision of this re- 
surrection question is a most momen- 
tuous one, as it affects practically 
every doctrine of the Christian 
Church. If we get straight the doe- 
trine of the Ransom effected through 
the Redeemer, and the doctrine of the 
Resurrection of the dead, all of our 
loctrines will fall into lin», and all 
of cur absurdities, which have trou- 
bled us so long, will fall out of the 
way, and all of the Scriptures will be 
found harmonious in teaching Divine 
Justice, Wisdom, Love and Power.

then: that slept’ (verse 20). Ah, thank 
Guu, ta pestle did not mean to in- 
sinuate the possibil'ty of our Lord’s 
not having risen.

tion for the human life lost in Adam

to death, hed been unable to do so, 
and, if unable to raise Him from th: | 
dead, we, Lkewise, would be without | 
hope, even if our sins were cancelled | 
by virtue of His sacrifice. 

The Apostie’s words give a further | 
suggestion: Our Lord in His resur- 
rection became “the  first-fruits ot 
thea that slept.’ This signifies that 
none was ever raised from the dead | 
before Him. As another Scripture de. | 
clares, “‘He was the first that should 
the dea’.” There were } 
indeed others awakened from the | 
tomb, by Jesus Himself and also pre- 
vious to His Advent. But they were | 
merely awakened, not lifted fully up 
out of death conditions to perfect 
life. The Redeemer was the first to 
hav: such an experience. But the 
Apostle’s words mean more. If Jesus 
was the first-fruits of them that slept 
there must of necessity be after. 
fruits. And this the Apostle proceeds 
to prove, declaring that ‘as all in 
Adam die, even so all in Christ shall 
be made alive’ (I Corinthians xv, 
22). Glorious resurrection hope! Pre 
cious Bible! The one Book alon 
which teaches a resurrection of the | 
dead, or that the dead are dead. 

The Apostle proceeds to tell us that 
the dead will not all be resurrected 
together—at once—‘‘but every man in 
his own order” (1. Corinthians xv, 
The first order or rank will be 
the Church. Blessed and holy are all 
they that have part in the First Re- 
surrection; * * ® they shall be priests 
of God and of Christ and shall reign 
with Him a thousand years (Revela- 
tion xx, 6). 

This work of raising the dead will 
be the work of the entire reign of 
Messiah, as explained in our context: 
Christ must reign until He shall have 
put all enemies under His feet—the 
last enemy will be death. As during 
the Mediatorial reign mankind shall 
rise up out of their ignorance, weak. | 
hess, sin, depravity, they will be | 
coming out of death conditions into 
lifs conditions; they will be in pro- 
cess of raising up—resurrection. 

This does not prove, however, that 
all of Adam's race will receive the | 
gift of God, eternal life, but it does 
prove that ail will be blessed with 
the opportunity of attaining that 
glorious reward. Whoever, after hav- 
ing the release from death put with- | 
in his grasp, shall decline eternal life 
on the Divine terms will die again, 
but not because of Adam's sin—it 
will not be the Adamic death. That 
Secon? Death will be complete de- 
struction. Those sinners will die the 
Second Death without hope of further 
redemption or resurrection.

People—The Worst by Far Are the 
Jarawas, a Fierce Tribe Who Raid | 
Whites for tron. 


The Andaman Islands, in the Bay | 
of Bengal, are best known as the 


| place to which Great Britain's long: 


term Indian convicts are deported. 
The scum of Asia is here herded 
together. Wild Pathans from the Af- 
ghan borders, fierce little Bhils from 
the Central Provinces, Sikhs, and 
Ghurkas who have been “untrue to! 
their salt’’ to the extent of meriting 
condign punishment, big-bearded Bal- | 


uchees, semi-savage Khonds, whose 
very name (Khande—a_ sword) 
breathes slaughter, and many other, 
primitive people, with equally primi- | 
tive passions, are here to be found. | 

A large majority eof them are mur. 
derers, sentenced for life. Nearly al! 
of them are more or less dangerous. 
They will wait and scheme for years 
until they get the opportunity to kill 
a white man. Then they will die 
happy. 

Under such circumstances was Lord 
Mayo, the Governor-General of India, 
assassinated by Shere Ali, a life con- 
vict, while on a visit of inspection 
to the islands, and there have been 
many less distinguished victims. It 
may we.l be imagined, therefore, that 
the lives of the white insnectors who 
are in control of the Andamanese na- 
tive police, who in turn control the 
convicts are not particularly happy 
ones, or altogether free from care and 
anxiety 

And there are worse wild beasts in 
human shape to be found on the is- 
lands than the convicts even, 

These are the Jarawas, fierce abor- 
iginal savages, who lurk in the dense 
jungles, and to whom all men are 
enemies. 

An ordinary Andaman native is not 
8 particularly likeable person. Up 


til quite recently he invariably mur- 
dered any shipwrecked sailors or 
other castaways who fell into his

hands. But the ordinary 
native is a model of all 


by comparison with a Jarawa. 
The Jarawas go perfectly naked, 
live on berries, fish, and the small 


game they catch in the jungle, and 
fight with bows and arrows. Their 
Wants, consequently, are f-w. One 
thing, however, they must have—that 
is iron wherewith to tip their arrows 
To them iron is more to be desired 
than gold, and to procure iron is the 
ore of most of their murderous 
Praids. 

It was in Novernber, 1901, and again 
in January, 1902, that they made two 
of their periodical forays. A number 
of convicts were working in the forest 


; on the edge of the impenetrable jun. 


gle some twenty-five miles north of 
Port Blair, which is the chief pena’ 
settlement on tbe islands. The Jara- 
was suddenly appeared in their 
midst, and almost under the noses of 
armed native guards they sue 
eeeded in killing and wounding sev- 
eral, and getting away with the'r 
tools, A thick mist prevailed on 
each oeeasion, and this helped the 
Puiders to successfully carry out their 
well-planned surprise, and also us- 
sisted them to escape. 

Usually little or nothing has been 
done on previous oceasions in’ the 
way of attempting to punish the 
Jurawas for such crimes. Perhaps 
those in authority thought in their | 
hearts that two or three convicts 
more or less did not matter much 
Or they may even have considered it 
to be w case of “good riddance to bad 
rubbish.” Anyhow, it was argued, to 
try to seek out these savages in their 
nutive jungles was worse than the 
proverbial search after the needle in 
# haystack

chanced to be in command of the 
Andamanese native police at Port 


Blair an altogether exceptional man 


This was Inspector Perey Vaux, a 
high-souled, brave, and energetic of- 
ficer, who was greatly beloved, not 


only by the natives, but al.o by the | 
convicts, over whom he exercised an 
extraordinary influence for good. 

Mr. Vaux argued that as all the 
Jarawas gained by their raids was 
iron, and as iron was apparently all 
they wanted, it would pay the Gov 
ernment to let them have a regular 
small supply of that metal, if in re- 
turn for the concession they agreed 
t commit no more murders, and to 
remain peacefully in their own jun- 
gles, where we had neither the in- 
cfination nor the means to follow or 
molest them. 

To this proposition the Government 
agreed. The difficulty was to open up 
commun:cation with the savages, 


\ whose hostility to all strangers was 
» well known. 


Inspector Vaux under 
took to grapple with this difficulty, 

Mr. Vaux's next step was to set 
about organizing a small but picked 
body of his native police, whom he 
determined to try and lead to the 
lair of the Jarawas. This required all 
his powers of persuas'cn, for the or- 
dinary Andaman native beth hates 
and fears a Jarawa, and whenever he | 
accidentally meets one it is nearly 
always a case of killing or being kill- 
ed on sight. 

They were, they said, willing to go 
with Mr. Vaux to fight and kill the 
Jaruwas. But this, he explained, was | 
not his object. He desired te capture 
some of them alive, and without kill 
ing any, so that by treating the cap- 
tives kindly for a while at Port Blair, 
and then sending them back to their | 
tribe, communications might be open- 
ed up, 

The expedition, however, was a@ 
failure and cost the life of its intrepid 
promoter. Mr. Vaux was killed in 
the melee, and when after untold | 
privations his soldiers brought back | 
his body the Government @etermtned 
to leuve the Jarawas severely slane.

POPULAR PICTURES, 


Reproductions Have Netted Fortunes 
for Publishers. 


An artist's lot is not always a 
happy one. The late Holman Hunt 
struggled for years against adverse 
criticism in his effort to simplify, 
purify, and beautify British art. At 
cne time his povrety was so great that 
he made up his mind to emigrate to 
Canada; but, fortunately, Millais 
came to his brother artist’s rescue, 
and persuaded him to go down into 
Surrey and continue his work 
It was here that he painted the 
ackground for his famous picture, 
» Light of the World.” For three 
months Holman Hunt painted all 
night in the open air by the light of 
the ful moon and a solitary candle, 
and during that time he placed upen 
the canvas his immortal work. All 
over the world “The Light of the 
World” was exhibited, and caused a 
great sensation. Reproductions sold 
in every town and country village. 
Its sales up to the present time can- 
not fall far short of a million pounds. 

The original picture was placed in 

a chapel at Oxford, but fater the 
artist spent some weeks in repairing 
the damage -hat had been caused by 
negiect. Then he painted a larger 
copy, which was hung in St. Pat- 
rick’s Cathedral. 
The Light of the World” is al- 
most, but not quite, the most popular 
religious painting in existence, It 
is beaten by the wonderful ‘Head of 
Christ,” by Max. There is no neck 
—just the head. The eyes seem to be 
closed, but after gazing at the paint- 
ing for some time they appear to 
open It is, of course, merely an 
artist’s trick, but so wonderful does 
it seem that some people regard it 
as a miracle. This is the most popu- 
lar of religious paintings, and well 
over a milion reproductions of it 
have been sold. 

The picture that beats all records 
is that of the Eiffel Tower. In two 
years one firm of photographers sold 
over 700,000 copies, and at the pres- 
ent time there are between 3,000,000 
and 4,000.000 scattered about the 
world, 

Compared with this, the sales cf 
photographs of the Tower Bridge are 
quite insignificant, although they 
amount to nearly 1,000,000. Strange 
to say, Londoners do not buy many 
of these pictures. Most of them are 
bought by visitors to the Metropolis, 
who take them away as souvenirs. 

The historical interest of the Tower 
of Lond always appeals to those 
who come to London for a holiday, 
and hundreds of thousands of photo- 
graphs of the Tower have been car- 
ried across the Atlantic to the States. 
The sales of it greatly exceed those 
of the Tower Bridge, and since photo- 
graphy became so popular it is esti- 
mated that about 1,200,000 pictures 
of the Tower have been produced. 
At the small sum of a penny each 
this would realize $25,000, but many 
of these were sold for two and three 
shillings, and even more. 

The sales of photographs of the late 
Queen Victoria were simply  enor- 
mous, and must during her lifetime 
have totalled 1,500,000. Thousands of 
pounds worth have been gold in the 
and in India, and in one 
single Australian firm took 
worth in one consign- 
photographs of Queen 
Alexandra command a ready sale;

TRACES OF SPLENDOR. 


| Cities Older Than King Solomon's 
Time Uncovered In Africa. 


| The remains of a splendid 
| which flourished some 2,000 years 
‘before the Christian era have been 
uncovered near Meroe, th? ancient 
|} capital of Ethiopia in northeastern 
| Africa. The excavations are under 
| the patronage of the Counte:s of 
Derby, of England, and among the 
places so far brought to light are 
| ruins of a vast temple of the sun 
which Prof. A. H. Sayce, the British 
antiquary, icentifies as the Table ot 


city 


| the Sun, mentioned by Herodotus a< | 


| having stood in a green meadow ont 
| side the ancient metropolis 

Although there are at present no 
cities of any consequence in Abyssin- 
ia-Ethiopia, abundant evidence is 
being brought to light that in the 
past a grand and extensive civiliza- 
tion spread itself all over that side 


of the African continent, doubtless 
jlong before and during Solomon's 
time. The fabulous mines of Ophir 


and the legendary Queen of Sheb: 
bear testimony to the general state 
of wealth and culture in that far dis- 
tant age 

According to Prof. Sayce the city 
now being uncovered was situated on 
the east bank of the Nile, between 
the fifth and sixth eataracts, where 
there was a long stretch of navigable: 
fiver, and connecting with the land 
routes leading to the Atbara and Blue 
Nile and thence across the mountain- 


of Abyssinia to the Red Sea. Here, 
within half a mile of the river, a 
stone city existed until the end of 


the fourth dynasty, A.D., when it was 
destroyed by the kings of Axum 

One great wall of stone, four yards 
thick, 12 feet high and 150 yards it 
length, still stands. The great Tem 
ple of Amon abutted against this 
wall to the east, while eastward in 
the valley are tombs stretching back 
beyond 2500 B.C, 

The Temple of the Sun lay a mile 
beyond the tombs. A sloping way led 
up to a cloistered platform of stone, 
whence there was a flight of steps 
up to the sanctuary open to the sky. 
the walls and floor of which were 
covered with glazed tile. This is the 
temple so much admired by Cam 
byses, and it is supposed there is 
some connection between the tradi 
tion of this remarkable building and 
the Homeric legend of Zeus and the 
other gods who feasted 12 days each 
year among “the blameless Ethio- 
pian.” 

The Temple of Amon more nearly 
than that of the Sun conforms to the 


Egyptian style of architecture. The 
approach to the sanctuary waz 
through four-columned halls. = To- 
ward the western end were three 


shrines, the high altar of dark sand- 
stone in the middle shrine being stili 
practically intact. Ethiopian deities 
were carved upon it, and at the foot 
were found offering tables of terra 
cotta und an inscribed tablet.
